In an address before the John 
M arshall Republican club here last 
night, the form er president soundly 
and roundly flayed the present a d ­ 
m inistration, and w ith biting and 
bitter sarcasm aim ed his vitriolic 
words a t “the tragedy” of th e a d ­ 
m inistration’s 
relief 
“wastes 
and 
follies.” 
D eclaring th a t some increase in 
relief 
has 
been 
necessary 
since 
M arch 4, 1933, he said, “but an in ­ 
crease of 300 per cent in costs in 
the face of a five per cent decrease 
in unem ploym ent load is significant.

At last there is promise of a scheduled transatlantic service by air. j 
For a w’eek representatives of the United States, Canada, the Irish Free ' 
State and Great Britain have been in conference working out plans. ' 
The British Imperial Airways will be given landing rights in this country, j 
In exchange the Pan-American Company will be permitted to use fields 
in Canada, Ireland, England and Bermuda. 
Pan-American turns up in the arrangements as a matter of course, 
since this organization has specialized in over-seas flights. 
Lindbergh : 
mapped a course through Caribbean islands to South American ports. He 
spied out the western coast of South America and Central America. Care­ 
ful experimentation was carried on before regular flights w?ere listed.

CLEVELAND. O., Dec. 17.—Iron 
and steel Is proving unusually re­ 
sistant to year-end influences, the 
magazine Steel said today in its 
weekly review'. 
Despite a 
per cent drop last 
week in steel ingot output to 54 
per cent, there has been virtually 
no letdown in pig iron production, 
and shipments are 75 per cent above 
the comparable period of November. 
Sheet and strip mills are operating 
at high levels, and tin plate manu­ 
facture has climbed another 5 points 
to 80 per cent. 
While some recession is expected 
because of the approaching inven­ 
tory and holiday season, the lull is 
expected by steel makers to be of 
short duration, the magazine says. 
Many mills will stay at high levels 
up to Christmas, and most have 
good backlogs for January ship­ 
ment.

the wind, snow and rain. 
Strange to say, the most of these 
com plaints come from the N orth 
Hill. 
Only last night Stevenson re­ 
ceived word th at a dog belonging to 
a N orth Hill fam ily had been tied 
outside w ith not so m uch as a box 
or a barrel to cover it. 
The dog, 
benumbed with cold, was howling 
and annoying the neighbors. 
Com plaints have also come to the 
hum ane society office th a t cattle 
are being left w ithout shelter. “We 
do not wish to bring prosecutions/' 
said Stevenson, “but we will be com­ 
pelled to do so unless people take 
better care of th eir pets and cattle. 
I cannot understand why any p er­ 
son would keep a dog tied out w ith­ 
out shelter this kind of weather.
